would increase the gasoline tax 
two cents from

eight cents to IO cents with all 
the 
revenue going 
into

Motor Vehicle Highway Fund. 
At the same time, the 4 per 
cent sales tax on gasoline and 
diesel fuel for highway 
use 
would be repealed. 
“This is not a tax increase,” 
Poinsatte said. “On the con­ 
trary, if this bill is approved 
and the sales tax is removed 
from 
motor 
fuel, 
Hoosier 
motorists will end up paying 
less taxes in the future as the 
price of gasoline goes up.”

Robbers Release 3 Hostages, 
Still Hold 17-Year-Old Girl 


SOUTH BEND, Ind. (UPI) — 
Two armed robbers who fled a 
clothing store holdup with four 
hostages freed three of them 
early today after obtaining two 
getaway vehicles from police 
and a promise that police would 
not follow them. 
One hostage, a 
17-year-old 
girl, remained with the robbers. 
Those 
released 
were 
two 
policemen who had volunteered 
to accompany the bandits and 
the wife of the clothing store 
owner. 
The ordeal began Tuesday 
night when the gunmen, armed 
with a pistol and a shotgun, 
held up Rosenbaum’s clothing 
store and were interrupted by 
police. The outlaws, armed with 
shotgun 
and 
a 
pistol, 
originally 
took 
six 
persons 
hostage and bargained for a 
getaway 
van, 
which 
was 
provided and later exchanged 
for the car. 
Police in squad cars and a 
helicopter kept surveillance on 
the van as it cruised the South 
Bend area Bul officers called 
off the chase and exchanged te 
van for a car in exchange for 
release of two of the captives 


The third hostage was released 
later. 
Earlier, at the clothing store, 
one of the six original hostages 
escaped by pretending to be 
stricken by a 
heart attack. 
Three more were freed when 
two policemen were provided 
as substitutes. 
The 
gunmen 
then entered the van with two 
civilian women and two volun­ 
teer policemen. 
Police said the gunmen burst 
into the 
store and 
ordered 
everyone inside to lie down 
behind the counter. A passerby 
saw the robbers through the 
window and called police. 
Two policemen arrived while 
the robbery was in progress 
and radioed for help, which 
arrived in an unmarked van. 
But police said the gunmen, 
both in their 20s, apparently 
spotted the officers and refused 
to come out. 
While 
officers, 
headed 
by 
South Bend Police Chief John 
Walsh, 
negotiated 
wih 
the 
robbers 
for 
the 
hostages’ 
release, one hostage feigned a 
heart attack and was removed 
from the store by ambulance. 
He was taken to a hospital, but 


refused 
treatment 
and 
was 
released. 
The gunmen continued to hold 
five persons, including store 
owner Irving Rosenbaum and 
his 
wife, 
Ruth, 
until 
an 
agreement 
was 
reached 
to 
trade policemen for the hos 
tages and provide the robbers 
with a vehicle. 


Police said three policemen 
were provided as stand-ins for 
the hostages, but only 
two, 
officers Larry Hostetler and 
Paul Harvey, were accepted, 
apparently because the robbers 
feared being outnumbered. 


The 
gunmen 
men 
treed 
Rosenbaum 
and 
two 
store 
employes, Linda Jackson, 17, 
and Dwight Haskins, 17. But 
they insisted they needed more 
hostages and kept Mrs. Rosen­ 
baum and Lucinda Sherman 
with them when they left the 
store in a van provided by 
police. They also took a cash 
diawer containing as much as 
$3,800 


Police said no shots were 
fired and none of the hostages 
in the building was injured.

The officers said insurgent gunners along the riv e r’s 
jungled banks began “ extrem ely heavy’’ attacks against 
the convoy six m iles into Cam bodia. 
G uerrilla frogm en also cut the cable of a barge in the 
convoy, sending the vessel floating back into South 
Vietnam ese w aters, the officers said. 


Israel-Egypt War Talk Softens

peace without oil or belligerency with oil, I would say 
peace is m ore im portant than oil.” 


War Resumes In Northern Ireland 


BELFAST (UPI) — The Irish Republican Army has 
ended the uneasy no-war, no-peace limbo in N orthern 
Ireland with an outbreak of bombings and shootings 
leaving at least three persons dead.

FRB Pumps Billion Into

The action is a major step in 
the battle against recession and 
means more and cheaper credit 
will be available through the 
nation’s 14,000 banks for busi­ 
ness expansion. It is expected 
to produce continued lowering 
of the prime rate for corporate 
loans. 
The Fed pumped the govern­ 
ment funds into the banking 
network by lowering by one- 
half to one percentage point the 
m oney banks must keep on 
hand against deposits. 
This, the seven-member Fed­ 
eral 
Reserve Boad said, 
is 
“designed to permit further 
gradual improvement in bank 
liquidity 
and 
to 
facilitate 
moderate 
growth” 
in 
the 
nation’s 
money supply. 
The 
vote 
to 
lower 
the 
reserve 
requirements was unanimous, a 
spokesman said. 
It will take several weeks for 
the additional funds to filter 
through the economy to a point 
where they will be felt in the 
government’s

recession and unemployment. 
Elsewhere, criticism of Presi­ 
dent Ford’s $30 billion energy 
package grew as Ford prepared

USA: ENDS AM) MEANS 


The goals that President Gerald R. Ford set forth in 
his State of the Union address are for the most Dart 
desirable. But the means he proposed have stirrer, ad­ 
verse reactions from both ends of the political spectrum. 


Among the ends he outlined are to put the unemployed 
back to work, increase real income and production, 
restrain the growth of government spending, achieve 
energy independence and advance the cause of world 
understanding. Sounds great, though in some cases we 
can’t agree with the measures proposed. 


In foreign relations, Mr. Ford said bluntly, America 
cannot 
negotiate 
successfully 
from 
a 
position 
of 
weakness. A chief executive stripped of options, of 
decision-making power, of the authority to carry a big 
stick when the situation calls for it, cannot function 
successfully in world politics. 


We hope it does not take a new era of Rhineland in­ 
vasions, Munichs and Pearl Harbors to drive the point 
home to a Congress laboring under the delusion that 
appeasement of aggressor nations can assure peace. 


In domestic affairs, which concern the people mostly 
closely, Mr. Ford is running a merry race with Congress 
in proposing income tax rebates, the main points of 
contention being how much they would amount to and who 
would get them. 


Yet Mr. Ford foresaw a current fiscal year budget 
deficit of $30 billion and one next year of “probably” $45 
billion. When will Washington learn that this kind of 
spending feeds the fire of inflation and spreads havoc in 
our economy? 


The President promised to veto any new spending 
programs adopted by Congress and recommended a 5 per 
cent limit on 1975 Federal pay increases and all govern­ 
ment programs tied to the Consumer Price Index. 


But it will take much more than this to turn around 
the continental mass of inflation caused by unsound 
methods of paying for the glut of automatic, self­ 
expanding spending program s set loose by Congress year 
after year, program s that have lives of their own, like 
giant, ravenous robots. 


It is in this lush jungle of extravagance and waste that 
the axes and knives of thrift must be swung. The cost is in 
the scores of billions. Many of these programs are 
shameless boondoggles in fields where the government 
has no business being. Others are regulatory programs 
that strangle enterprise. They consume fortunes and 
produce nothing. Their weight is the burden that is 
breaking the back of our economy. 


The bad among these programs should be eliminated. 
Only Congress can do it. 


Mr. Ford’s energy proposals, some of which have 
spurred hot controversy, are in part aimed at increasing 
U.S. self-sufficiency, an undeniably good idea, though 
some of the specific proposals are not good. Congress has 
been dragging its feet on this vital issue for years, 
thinking and acting mainly in terms of regulating, 
preventing or penalizing new production and enacting 
laws that have resulted in increased energy consumption. 


It m ust be emphasized that the President can only 
propose. It is Congress that holds the power of action. 
Congress has been asking for a role of leadership Now is 
the time for it. We’re waiting. 
—Indianapolis Star

Announces Plans 


For Horse Racing 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — A 
harness racing enthusiast an­ 
nounced plans Monday to build 
a $9.4 million horse racing 
track on the northeast edge of 
Indianapolis if a bill soon to be 
introduced 
in 
the 
Indiana 
Legislature, to permit parim ut­ 
uel betting, becomes law. 
Ralph L. Wilfong, Carmel, 
said financing for construction 
of the track already had been 
arranged with private inves­ 
tors. He said it would be built 
in Marion County or possibly 
across the line in Hancock or 
Hamilton County. 
Wilfong said Rep. Craig B. 
Campbell, D-Anderson, would 
introduce the measure in the 
House 
this week. 
Campbell 
confirmed the statement. 
Wilfong said the proposed 
track would employ about 300 
persons. He envisioned about 
IOO days of racing per calendar 
year. 
The legislation would provide 
for Thoroughbred, standardbred 
or harness, and quarter-horse 
racing. The county council of a 
county in which a track is 
proposed must approve before 
it can be built. 
A racing commission of five 
members would be created. 
Each racing meet would be 
limited to 45 days plus three 
“charity” days at the end of 
each meet. 
After 
expenses, 
the 
state 
would get 50 per cent of the 
proceeds and the other 50 per 
cent would go toward subsidiz­ 
ing county fairs and horse 
breeding in Indiana.

enactm ent of the bill would 
pave the way for other tracks 
in Indiana possibly one in the 
Evansville area and another in 
Lake County.

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Professor Discusses Censorship 
Handed Down Through Centuries 


BLOOM INGTON, 
Ind. 
— 
There should be a whole series 
of classes in society and only 
people in the upper-level classes 
should be allowed complete 
freedom in selection of the 
books they read. 
This was probably the first 
major statement on censorship, 
although it’s not called that. 
According to English Prof. 
Owen 
Thomas, 
Indiana 
University Bloomington, the 
suggestion on reading comes 
from Greek philosopher Plato’s 
“ Republic” in which he tries to 
describe the ideal state. 
For more than 2,000 years, 
people have been telling other 
people what books they should 
read and what books they should 
not be permitted to read. 
Reasons for book banning, 
censorship, or bowdlerization 
have been mainly religious or 
political or, in many cases, a 
combination of the two. 
In more recent times, ob­ 
jections have been based on 
moral grounds, which often, 
Thomas said, are related to 
religious or political beliefs. In 
an interview, Thomas talked 
about suppression of literature: 
“ The control of material can 
be affected by school boards, 
teachers, librarians, parents, 
and publishers. In this country, 
we have never had any kind of 
federal organization to ban 
books, People seem to do it 
themselves. 
“ You do get individual cities 
and towns, such as Boston, that 


will set up a censorship board. It 
used to be that a book or play 
banned in Boston was almost 
bound to be a success in other 
parts of the country.” 
Television and radio networks 
have censors. Thomas recalled 
radio comedian Fred Allen’: 
description of “ Heck” as the 
place where network executives 
went when they died. 
Members of the public have 
often disagreed with teaching 
methods, and textbook contents 
“ Communistic” has been used 
in some cases, as a catch-all 
descriptive 
term 
applied 
to 
books 
that 
some 
parents 
rejected on moral, religious or 
political grounds, Thomas said 
Another kind of literary 
suppression, not as well known 
today, is “ bowdlerization.” The 
term is derived from Thomas 
Bowdler, an English editor of 
Shakespeare. He edited an 
expurgated 
version 
with 
omission of modifying parts he 
considered 
vulgar, 
bowdlerized 
version 
of 
“ Huckleberry Finn” was all 
that was available to many 
young readers a decade or two 
ago, Thomas said. It was 
believed that “ the grammar 
was bad” and there was fear 
that children would talk the way 
the book characters talked.

Rockefeller Investigation 


Finds No Domestic Spying 


By CLAY F. RICHARDS 
WASHINGTON (U PI) — Vice 
President Nelson A. Rockefeller 
says his investigation has yet to 
find evidence of widespread 
domestic spying by the Central 
Intelligence Agency. 
Rockefeller made that state­ 
ment Monday as Senate Demo­ 
crats voted, 45-7, to create a 
Watergate-type committee to 
investigate the CIA, the F B I 
and any other agencies engaged 
in intelligence gathering. The 
committee was to make its 
report by Sept. I. 
At the end of the second day­ 
long meeting of his presiden­ 
tial^ appointed panel, Rock­ 
efeller 
was 
asked 
if 
news 
reports of widespread domestic 
CIA spying had been verified. 
“ I do not want to make any 
conclusions ... but that’s not the 
impression left so far,” Rock­ 
efeller said. He acknowledged 
for the first time that the 
commission 
w ill 
probably 
recommend 
tightening 
the 
CIA’s charter, which already 
bans domestic spying. 
Former CIA director Richard 
Helms, after his second 21*- 
hour appearance before the 
Rockefeller Commission, told 
reporters that in the late 1960s 
former Presidents Lyndon B. 
Johnson and Richard M. Nixon 
both 
urged 
the 
CIA 
to 
determine if antiwar militants 
were 
backed 
by 
“ foreign 
connections.” 
But Helms did not answer 


when asked if that concern led 
to domestic spying operations 
by the CIA. 
In 1967, Helms said, Johnson 
“ expressed concern about dissi­ 
dent organizations and their 
foreign connections. I was only 
concerned about their foreign 
connections.” 
Helms 
said Nixon 
later 
expressed the same concerns. 
“ It was something he expressed 
to me in person —I don’t know 
if 
there 
was 
any 
written 
direction.” 
The Senate Democrats voted 
to set up the select committee 
over strong objections from 
Sen. 
John 
C. 
Stennis, 
who 
argued loudly in debate that the 
CIA not be subjected to an 
investigative process that might 
destroy it. 
Sen. John Pastore, D-R.I., 
said 
the 
panel 
would 
be 
composed of between 7 and ll 
members selected by 
party 
leaders. The action requires full 
Senate 
approval 
but 
that 
appeared certain because of the 
large Democratic majority. 
The Democrats’ action fol­ 
lowed 
allegations 
—already 
under investigation in a number 
of House and Senate subcom­ 
mittees —that the CIA conduct­ 
ed widespread surveillance of 
antiwar militants and others. 
The scope of the investigation 
broadened to the F B I when the 
agency acknowledged that re­ 
ports on the personal habits of 
congressmen were kept on file.

Britain and in the United States. 
Only in recent years, after a 
landmark court decision, was 
“ Lady 
Chatterly’s 
Lover” 
allowed to be brought into this 
country legally. 
Jam es Jo yce’s “ Ulysses,” 
written in Paris in 1922, was 
banned in this country until a 
1933 court decision allowed the 


ban to be lifted. It was charged 
with being obscene. 
Lawrence wrote a famous 
essay 
about 
pornography, 
Naremore said. In it, Lawrence 
claimed there was ’’nothing 
wrong with sexual feelings in 
themselves as long as they are 
straightforward.” 
Naremore 
then 
quoted 
Lawrence 
as 
writing that he( would “ censor 
g e n u in e 
p o rn o g ra p h y 
vigorously.” 
In this country the idea of a 
free press is jealously guarded. 
About 
this, 
Thomas 
com­ 
mented : 
“ Jefferson, 
Adams, 
and 
Madison were not so much 
concerned with the people’s 
right to read books of a sexually 
explicit nature as they were 
with the government not being 
able to ban books dealing with 
ideas. You must have a free 
exchange of political ideas in 
order to have a democracy. 
“ You’re going to 
have an 
awful lot of junk, but the im­ 
portant thing is you’ve got to 
have faith in the individual that 
he or she can look at all sides 
and make the right decision. 
When you say ‘here is an area 
where individuals cannot make 
decisions for themselves,’ that’s 
tyranny.”

Indiana’s journalistic history 
remains unwritten, but Indiana 
State Library hopes to expedite 
and to encourage the task, 
should one want to begin. All the 
raw data will be made available 
once a three-year program to 
m icrofilm 
extant 
Indiana 
newspapers from every com­ 
munity is completed. Besides 
filming 
papers, 
a 
com­ 
prehensive 
bibliographic 
history of each paper and its 
publishers and editors will be 
researched and published. 


Historians find information 
contained in newspapers in­ 
valuable. Indiana’s newspapers 
reflect the moral, cultural, 
educational, 
and 
political 
development of Indiana. In 
addition each community’s 
newspaper reflects the area’s 
development, local interests 
and local news necessary for the 
historian and historical society 
to complete the picture of their 
community. In any instances 
the newspaper is the only source 
available. Public documents 
may be destroyed, as is the case 
in Dearborn County prior to 
1826. The court house burned 
and with it, the county records. 
There are many other instances 
where the public record is no 
longer extant. 
Newspapers 
contain information concerning 
the county taxes, county ex­ 


penditures, court qotices and 
legal advertisements. Even the 
commercial advertisements 
show the commerce, facilities, 
and interests of the community.

would exceed $500 billion. 
It is only in times of trouble, 
such as now, that we realize 
how 
much 
we owe 
to our 
capacity for insolvency. I mean 
apart from the $500 billion. 
Think of this —without the 
National Debt, deficit spending 
would 
be 
impossible. 
And 
deficit spending, as everyone 
knows, is the classic remedy 
for recession. 
Had 
the government 
been 
able to spend only as much as 
it took in, this country would 
have gone down the drain long 
ago. 
To 
counter 
the 
current 
recession, Ford is projecting an 
annual deficit rate of $30 billion 
to $50 billion for a fiscal period 
that will coincide with Ameri­ 
ca's bicentennial celebration. 
Meanwhile, bicentennial plan­ 
ners are hard on the lookout for

of 
commemorating 
America’s 
attainments. 
One 
a p p ro p ria te 
project 
surely 
would be some sort of tribute to

Business Today

NEW YORK (UPI) — One 
bright spot for Wall Streeters in 
the 
gloomy 
year 
1974 
was 
selling securities to finance new 
hospital buildings. 
This business could be even 
better in the next few years. 
It’s 
strictly 
a 
bond 
and 
debenture market. Selling stock 
in the public companies that 
build or lease hospitals is just 
as difficult (nearly impossible 
at the moment) as selling stock 
in other new ventures. 
But the American Hospital 
Association 
says 
about 
$5.5 
billion was raised for hospital 
construction in 1974. 
Of this, $4 billion was raised 
for the traditional non-profit 


hospitals. Another $1.5 billion 
was raised through tax-exempt 
revenue 
bond 
issues 
of 
municipalities to finance build­ 
ing or expansion of hospitals 
that are placed under operating 
contracts to be managed by the 
for-profit hospital corporations. 
Robert C. McCormack, a vice 
president of Dillon Read & Co., 
has acquired an expertise in 
this 
field 
that 
has 
been 
recognized 
by 
the federal 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare (HEW). He 
says there is a market of about 
$40 billion in the years ahead 
for 
Wall 
Street 
firms 
in 
expanding hospitals and replac­ 
ing the one-third of the nation’s 
hospital beds that are obsolete 
by strict federal standards 


Hospital financing is a very 
special field, McCormack said, 
and success requires careful 
planning and thorough study of 
the feasibility of the project 
both from the standpoint of the 
doctors or other persons press­ 
ing it and from a community 
standpoint. He said the field 
presently shows wide discre­ 
pancies in per diem costs in 
hospital operation, often reflect­ 
ing unnecessary duplication of 
facilities with resulting wasteful 
excess capacity. 
Those 
who 
go 
into 
the 
business must be prepared to 
avoid w asteful, duplicating 
facilities and must be con­ 
cerned as much with lowering 
the cost of delivering medical 
care as with making a profit by 
selling 
securities, 
he 
said. 
Otherwise, they risk falling into 
serious traps. 
Some 
new 
hospitals 
and 
hospital 
expansions 
are 
fi­ 
nanced under provisions of the 


Hill-Burton Act which permits 
grants and direct or guaranteed 
loans by HEW of up to 90 per 
cent of the project cost. Other 
types 
of 
financing 
in 
the 
hospital field 
include 
tax- 
exempt municipal bonds, public 
revenue bonds, taxable first 
mortgage bonds, FHA insured 
mortgages and lease financing. 
Not all new hospitals are non­ 
profit and taxable securities 
must be floated to finance the 
proprietary institutions. 
There are some very tricky 
aspects 
to 
this 
kind 
of 
financing, McCormack pointed 
out. 
For 
example, 
it 
may 
develop that because of Medica­ 
re ’s huge share of a hospital’s 
business and the rule by which 
Medicare payments may cover 
a hospital’s interest and de­ 
preciation 
charges 
but 
no 
amortization cost, the hospital’s 
only source of cash flow to 
meet principal payments will 
come from depreciation. That 
makes it imperative to gear 
these principal payments to the 
depreciation schedule.

There are two major and two 
minor 
feeding 
periods

day, the major ones lasting 
considerably longer than the 
minors. For best results if your 
field time is limited, try to pick 
a day where two majors fall 
during 
daylight 
hours 
and 
rem em ber to consider other 
factors which influence game 
movements. 
Weather changes, for exam ­ 
ple, 
play 
a 
large 
part 
in 
determining game movement 
Fish can sense an impending 
change in barometric pressure 
12 or m ore hours ahead of time. 
Game animals react in the 
same m anner. 
If the fo recast includes a 
predicted low front, the wise 
hunter will consult the Solunar 
Table to see if a feeding period 
coincides with the coming of 
the 
change 
in 
barometric 
pressure. 
Low fronts are most effective 
in moving gam e since animals 
sense bad weather and attempt 
to eat enough to tide them over 
a prolonged bad spell. When 
such a front coincides with a 
major 
feeding 
period, 
the 
hunter is almost certain of 
finding gam e on the move. 
Planning hunts around the 
tables is particularly good in 
late season. 
January hunting most often 
means hunting game that has 
been hunted by others earlier. 
This experience drives upland 
game to deep cover, and the 
most productive hunting times 
are during feeding or move­ 
ment periods 
There are other versions of 
feeding and movement tables 
available, but the Knight tables 
are seen most frequently in 
newspapers and even a national 
outdoor magazine.

(UPI) - In 
this world, Mrs. Delores Jay is 
American, 52 years old and the 
wife of a minister. In another 
world 
whose 
doorway 
is 
through 
hypnosis, 
she 
is 
“Gretchen Gottleib,” who tells 
of her own murder in Bis­ 
m arck’s Germany a century, 
ago. 
Mrs. Jay speaks no German 
—and has taken lie detector 
tests to substantiate it. But 
under hypnosis, she speaks in 
German, 
drawing 
a 
vivid 
picture of 19th-century life in a 
tiny village named Ebeswalde, 
culminating in her own death at 
the age of about 16. 
Reincarnation? Did Mrs. Jay 
actually live as the teen-age, 
illiterate Gretchen with her 
burgermeister father in Ebe­ 
swalde 
in 
the 
years 
when 
Bismarck was trying to defeat 
German Catholics? There may 
be a case for it, says Dr. Ian 
Stevenson, a psychology profes­ 
sor. 
A “divine power” speaking 
through her? That’s one of the 
“few possible explanations” her 
husband, the Rev. Carroll Jay, 
has considered. 
Another minister, fundamen­ 
talist Rev. Johnny Hensley of 
Elkton, says it may indeed be a 
mystic force —that of Satan. 
The case evoked memories of 
two 
decades 
ago 
—of 
a 
Colorado housewife using the 
synonym 
of 
Ruth 
Simmons 
who, 
under 
deep 
hypnosis, 
became “Bridey Murphy,” an 
Irish girl speaking in Gaelic of 
life in an obscure Irish village 
in the 19th century. 
For the Jays, it started the 
day 
in 
1970 
the 
minister 
hypnotized his wife —’’for a 
backache, or something. When 
I finished I asked her if it still 
hurt. She answered something 
that sounded like ‘nein,’ but I 
couldn’t make anything of it. 
“ I asked her if she felt okay 
and when she answered ‘ja ,’ I 
got out my tape recorder and 
began to tape her.” 
Jay said the response from 
his wife sounded German and

he took the tapes to a language 
teacher who said it definitely 
was. 
Stevenson and several other 
professors who speak German 
becam e interested. Over the

interviews, Mrs. Jay slowly 
described her “life” as Gretch­ 
en. Jay said “Gretchen was 
about 16 years old and lived 
during 
the 
1870s. 
She 
is 
illiterate and can’t read or 
write.”.

tapes, 
Gretchen was murdered while 
she waited in a forest to meet 
her uncle she said had hidden 
horses to help them escape. She 
said she was captured by a 
group of men and killed. 
At that period in Germany, 
Bismarck 
tried 
to 
defeat 
German 
Catholics who 
had 
become a political force. Some 
active Catholics were thrown 
into jail at the time. “Gretch­ 
en” has told her questioners 
that 
her 
father 
had 
been 
imprisoned because of his part 
in the “church’s trouble.” 
In all, there are 18 tapes of 
Mrs. 
Jay 
under hypnosis. 
Stevenson said he is convinced 
he 
Jays 
are 
“thoroughly 
honest.” Jay quoted Stevenson 
as saying he “told us it’s a 
strong case for reincarnation.” 
Mrs. Jay is skeptical. “I have 
always believed that you have 
only one chance in this life,” 
she said. “I don’t believe in 
reincarnation.” 
Jay said, “I don’t really know 
but there are several 
pos­ 
sibilities. She could be speaking 
through the subconscious, some 
sort of genetic memory or a 
possibility it’s a divine power 
speaking through her.”

Mrs. Jay was last hypnotized 
and assumed the “Gretchen 
personality.” Jay said there are 
no plans to do it again. He said 
he believes information from 
the tapes should be enough to 
complete the study. 
Jay admitted from all the 
commotion created by “Gretch­ 
en,” that if given the choice, “I 
wish it never happened.” 
But 
he 
added, 
“I 
don’t 
believe we have done anything 
wrong. I feel it is a scientific 
venture which now has to be 
completed regardless of the 
consequences.”
